New York, February 2.—Wall 
street knows from sad experience that 
it has a big bill to pay. when the first 
pages of the newspapers of the coun- 
try are covered with such scandals as 
occurred in' New Haven, in Chicago 
and Alton, in the shipbuilding trust.

If your set 
produces noises, you are much better 
off than the man who turns on 
juice, plugs in the phones and hears— 
nothing. 

A crackling noice can be traced to 
static, run-down batteries, poor wir- 
ing connections, or defective rheostats 
and condensers. Listen in with aerial 
and ground disconnected, and, if that 
eliminates or cuts down the crack- 
ling, the trouble is due to static. If 
the noise persists, static is not the 
couse, and you must test the parts 
mentioned to locate the trouble.

sex. Both women and 
men are now alive to the 
Situation which the car 
has produced, alive to the 
tips of their toes. 

In addition to the phy- 
sical change in the nation- 
al step, the auto has caus- 
ed psychological altera- 
tions just about as mark- 
ed. The most significant 
among such changes is 
the new co-ordination be- 
tween nerve and muscl2, between or- 
gan of sense and organ of action. 

We have always been in possession 
of these elements, as the eyes which 
see and the legs which move, but the 
readjustment of these separate pro- 
cesses, sensory and motor, is some- 
thing of recent origin. It dates back to 
the beginning of the horseless carriage 
and has advanced step by step with 
the improvement of the car. The 
rapid and more perfect co-ordination 
of the faculties which perceive and 
those which act connects itself with 
the dancing step now so prevalent 
upon our streets. 

Then there is something deeper 
even than the neuro-muscular co-or- 
dination. This is the general sense of 

ceparedness which all of us must 
feel when we leave the house or any 
other place of safely and fare forth 
upon the street. Our mental lives 
have had to make room for newer 
and greater expectations. 

In the old days, when traffic was 
simple and slow, expectation was at 
a minimum. We knew just what 
would be at the curb when we came 
along. Then we knew just what we 
should do in the presence of the 
slow moving horse or the staid trolley

on its tracks. The brain worked un- 
der low pressure since there was not 
much for it to think about in the way 
of movement. 

But when the flotilla of autos made 
its appearance it was necessary for 
the brain to awaken, think up new 
possibilities of motion for the body 
and make those motions possible. 

It was a wonder.that the coming 
of the auto into the social life of man 
did not cause an increase in human 
nervousness. There is 
enough national neu- 
rasthenia, but it seems 
impossible to attribute 
any of this increase to 
the lively — situation 
caused by fear of the 
car at the crossing.

Perhaps when there are 
four or five automobiles 


to every inhabitant we 
shall be able to stretch 


ourselves like this. 


There may be increased 
nervousness among those 
who drive the car, but this 
is not the case with the 
pedestrians who meet it at 
the crossing. Instead of 
giving way to panic and 
shattered nerves, the pedestrians who 
had to adjust their steps to the car 
found it possible to do this by adopt- 
ing the dancing step and the dancing 
State of mind. Indeed, the whole 
mental life of man may be said to 
have become lighter because of the 
rapid changes which were taking 
place in his consciousness. 

We may not live as gracefully and 
pobly as did the women and men of 
the ’80s and ’90s, 


but we live more 
easily and with less of gloom and mel- 
ancholy. Our blood has been stired 
Our nerves tuned up and our eyes 
cleared by the motor life of the age.

lt is a significant tact that the auto 
and the modern dance came into 
man’s life at about the same time. 
There may have been no connection 
betwen the two, no reason why we 
should turn from dodging autos to 
dancing in a restaurant, but still there 
is a kind of understanding between 
the garage and the ballroom. 


The dance itself took on an inform- 
al character which makes it look like 
a kind of walk or stroll. No longer 
is it the formal dance of the Victorian 
period; it is something which suggests 
person crossing an atito-ridden street. 
Furthermore, there is a kind of like- 
ness between the jazz of the dance 
and the strident horn of the auto. 

In either case, whether we are on 
the street or the dance floor, we have 
learned to adopt a step which will 
get us through safely. We must dance 
in our walk-or die in the tracks of 
the truck. 

In thus increasing the 
motion in the world the automobile 
has made us a more active race of 
women and men. Then it has added 
to the grace of life, so far as bodily 
movement is concerned.

intelligence often depends upon ace 
tion, so that the increase and perfec- 
tion of movement may result in simi- 
lar improvements in the brain. 


On the mental side, the auto which 
we must avoid has increased brain 
power on the side of attention, which 
is a most important factor in mental 
life. In learning to look out for the 
auto we had sharpened our wits gen- 
erally, so that the car has made us 
a more alert people mentally and phy- 
sically. 

The American is a creature who 
can adapt himself to new and ever- 
changing circumstan7ss. He was at 
home in the world of slow things; he 
is making himself at home in the 
world of motion. This appears in his 
rapid transit, his automobile driving 
and automobile dodgiag. 

As Americans we have still to learn 
the art of life as it was practiced by 
the Ancient Athenians. We have no 
Socrates to guide us; w feel that we 
cannot trust wholly to Ford. But the 
Ford tendency, which is motion and 
action, may have the power to show 
us how to live gracefully in the mod- 
ern world of force and action. 

If we are, as seems probable, bet- 
tre adapted both mentally and physi- 
cally to the high speed of the age 
than we were twenty years ago, a 
large part of this change for the bet- 
ter in us must be ascribed to the auto- 
mobile. 

How extraordinarily nimble and 
graceful of muscle and brain we shall 
become when there are as many mo- 
tor cars as human beings is something 
to stagger the imagination.

But William quick- 
lv incurred the bitter enmity of a-large 
and powerful faction, and in 1914, af- 
ter a troubled reign of only a tew 
months, he was obliged to flee for his 
lite.

The illustration shows one of the 


labor savers which must be used 
in order to handle the parcels, It 
is a belt conveyor and takes the 
parcels to the different departments 
to which they must travel by means 


of an overhead belt.. These belts 
are so constructed that they will 
take the parcels upstairs to the top 
dioor of the post office if necessery. 
When it is desired to send the par- 
cels downstairs they don’t bother 
to have a belt, but merely slip them 
down a chute. Parcels going down 
a chute land or. a table. 

They are taken from this table 
and either put into trucks and de- 
livered or picked up again by a belt 
conveyor and take to their proper 
destination. 

Every now and then there is a 
clog-up in-one of the conveyors or 
chutes, and then the fun begins. 
Parcels pile up as high as your head, 
fall on the floor, and things get 
generaily messed up. 

. Wheeled Out in Tubs 

Post ofice men take great care to 
treat the parcels as carefully as pos- 
sible, but there are so many things 
which may happen that you should 
always wrap the parcels securely 
and insure them if possible. 

When the packages are finally 
sorted they are wheeled out in liltle 
papier-mache tubs to the automo- 
biles which are lined up and waiting 
to deliver them to all parts of the 
city, 

Outgoing parcels are taken to the 
trains in great trucks.

Pointers for the ‘Center 


A strong point for the good bas- 


ketball team is in possessing. a good 
center, 


A good center should al- 
most always be tall, so that he can 
yet the ball on the jump-oft. He 
must be more than tall, however; he 
must be fast and aggressive and 
know how to handle the ball well. 

Good jumping is necessary if you 
would get the ball for your team at

the outset. Practice jumping after 
a ball which has been tossed up; 
will develop you as a center. An- 
other way to increase you jumping 
ability is to stretch. 

A trick which centers, and, the 
others players, as well, must know, 
is how to pivot the ball in their pos- 
session, Here is the, way to pivot 
sucessfully...

Suppose the 
pivot is to be to the sight—the 
player makes a half or three-quar- 
ters turn to the right on the ball 
of the right foot, trying to just 
come in contact with the body of 
his opponent.
